There ws a light southerly 
wind blowing, the nleht-wa« clear, and x» bright 
Meht was holsted at the jaunk’s stern, When the 
Kwong hot was about two miles cff the fokds tht 
a lantern and horns were blown, but the 
ran Inta the junk all the same, 
bow on.

WAR NEWS FROM THE NORTH.

(F om Chinese sources In WW. C. Datly News) 

The following information was recelved In 
Shanghai: by wire onthe qrst olto,, helng the 
aubstance of a telegraphic despatch from 
Fénghuang-chieng, the next consfderable city 
north-west of Chlulfencheng, to the native officials 
at Newchwang :— 
“When the Japanese army of forty od 
thousand attacked Chlallench‘eng on the 24th 
October there were only a little over 5 000 
Chinese troops to opnose the enemy ; bat it tork 
the Tapanese two whole days to cs ptore the city. 


When the clty was abacdoned all the modern: 


Krapp and Hotchkies guns, over twenty in 
number, were curled along with the army, 
those left to the enemy being some thirty odd 
old muzzle-loading pleces, » bundred years old, 
which had been placed there many yrars ago 
as adelence spalnst prrsible natlve or Korean 
maranders, Moreover, General Sung, the Com- 
mancer-in-Chief, was not at Chiullench'eng at 
the time of the Japanese attack, he having left 
the clty on the zoth of October for Fanghuan- 
cheng, to bring up En person some 35 coo man 
to reloforce Chtollench'eng in anticlpatton of x 
Japanese attick, In the meantire, since the 
loss of Chiulfench'eng, the enemy have been 
continually reinforced so thet there are now 
60,coo of them In that clty, Amongat these there 
are reported to be 9,000 dressed in Chinese 
uniform, with flags besving the two characters 
standing fot “Surrendered So'dlers.” This, {t 
{s surmised, {sone of the enemy's tricks to cause 
confusion and distrast amongst the Chinese 
soldiers ¢ :
